Verbreitmigskarteii zur Insektengeograpliie. 

Von Professor I)r. F. Xetolitzky. 

In der paläarktischen Region sind etwa 500 Rembidiini vor- 
handen, die vom wissenschaftlichen Standpunkte einen Namen ver- 
dienen. Damit sind also die wirklichen Arten, Unterarten und geo- 
graphischen Rassen gemeint, während die ohne Regel auftretenden 
reinen Färbungsverschiedenheiten nicht eingerechnet sind. 

Wir können annehmen, daß in der europäischen Fauna etwa 
vier Fünftel dieser Käfer gut bekannt und richtig im Systeme ein- 
gereiht sind ; auch ihre Namen dürften nach den Nomenklaturregeln 
einwandfrei festgelegt sein. Für die Asiaten stellt sich das Verhältnis 
naturgemäß nicht so günstig, so daß noch viele Arbeit nötig sein wird, 
um jedes Kind beim richtigen Namen nennen zu können. 

Von der Biologie der Rembidiini wissen wir so gut wie gar 
nichts; die bisher beschriebenen wenigen Larven sind nicht einmal 
ganz sicher zu dieser Laufkäfergruppe zu zählen, die Zucht vom Ei 
bis zum Käfer gelang noch nie! 

Fast können wir behaupten, daß wir mehr von den fossilen 
Arten wissen (Funde im Bernstein und in glazialen Torfmooren) als 
von den jetzt lebenden Larven. 

Die einigermaßen richtige Erkenntnis der geographischen Ver- 
breitung der Alten und Unterarten beschränkt sich auf etwa 15 Ver- 
breitungskarten, die durchwegs in den „Entomologischen Blättern“ 
veröffentlicht sind. 

Eine richtige Aufstellung des Systems setzt aber die volle 
Kenntnis eines Tieres und seiner Verwandten voraus, seiner Ahnen, 
seiner Entwicklung, seiner Anatomie, Physiologie und Biologie. Dar- 
aus mag ermessen werden, wie viel bei den Rembidiini im spe- 
ziellen und bei den Insekten im allgemeinen noch zu tun übrig bleibt. 
Eine Unsumme von Arbeit, die allen jenen die Augen öffnen sollte, 
die da glauben, daß uns nichts mehr zu tun übrig bleibt. Und das 
sind gerade solche, die nach ererbter, großväterlicher Sitte sich „Na- 
turforscher“ nennen möchten, weil sie zum hundertsten Male das 
wiederholen, was die meisten vor ihnen auch taten : nur sammeln, 
ohne ein höheres Ziel zu kennen. 
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
